Tension flares briefly at city meeting

Tension continued to grow at city hall 


Tuesday night, with only a brief flare-up 
between city commission members at the 
close of the meeting. 


Throughout the 40 minute meeting, an 


atmosphere of non-cooperation pervaded the 
commission 
chambers with Mayor Sue 


Youngblood often waiting 20 to 30 seconds for 
motions on non-controversial, undiscussed 
city changes. 


"The tension finally surfaced at the close of 
, the'meeting with a.short exchange between 


Mrs. Youngblood and Commissioner H.R. 
Stroube Jr. 


Mrs. Youngblood announced that a 


proposed work session for next year's budget 
should not be held because the agenda did not 
list the purpose of the work session. 


CITY ATTORNEY Glenn Stewart was of 


the opinion that there was significant 
notification to comply with the Texas Open 
Meetings Law. But while Mrs. Youngblood 
was asking Stewart and commission mem- 
bers to her right, R.A. Armistead and Gene 
Johnson, whether they agreed such a work 
session would violate the spirit of the open 
meetings act, Stroube loudly interrupted her 
with a motion to adjourn. 
* Continuing with instructions to City 
Manager Dick Ballenger to put a budget work 
session on the agenda in the near future, Mrs. 
Youngblood was interrupted by a second 
adjournment motion from Stroube. 


Replying "I heard you," the mayor finished 


briefing Ballenger and then called for the vote 
to adjourn the meeting. 


ASIDE FROM the closing of the meeting 


and the waiting games played on several 
motions, Tuesday's meeting was most 
routine. 


Mrs. Youngblood appointed 14 persons to 


four city advisory boards; the commission 
voted to close two alleys; a water line con- 


tract was approved and ice cream sales were 
permitted in Jester Park May 9 as part of the 
Bicentennial. 


Alton Justiss and Irene Gardner were 


reappointed to the Zoning Board of Ad- 
justment. 


Dr. David Campbell, Tom White, Don 


Marett and Forrest Green were reappointed 
to the Airport Board, with Glenn Sodd being 
appointed to replace Dr. Allan Gallup who 
asked not to be renamed. 


Guy Rushin and Delma Ware were reap- 


pointed to the Community Services Inc 
Board of Directors. 


Billy Tatum and Jack Conger were reap- 


pointed to the Plumbing Board, with the 
positions of city engineer, director of 
municipal services and health inspector 
gaining ex officio board status. 


THE COMMISSION approved the final 


reading of an ordinance closing the alley 
between N. Beaton and Corsicana St., and 
approved the first reading of an ordinance 
closing the alley between N. 13th and N 14th 


Kenneth Baker of 703 N. 14th asked the 


commission to close this second alley, citing 
"a lot of meanness" that currently comes 
down the alley. He identified this problem as 
drunks, window peepers, kids chunking 
things at the homes and people walking their 
dogs and using the residents' yards for dog 
bathrooms.

assistance for the wardens to let 
them catch the larger dogs. 


Mrs. Bounds did point out a 


bright side to the loose dog 
problem in her area: "With so 
many dogs out there, cats are 
scarce." 


Ballenger 
told the

leash laws, but' while some 
improvement has been made, 
"We still have a long way to 
go."

The first preliminary budget 


for the 1976-77 school year was 
presented to school trustees last 
night, and the board learned 
that without adding any new 
programs the district may face 
an $89,000 deficit next year. 


At this stage in the budgeting 


process last year, the district 
faced a $50,000 deficit between 
anticipated revenues and ex- 
penditures, Business Mgr. Euin 
Frank told the board. The rises 
in expenditures 
stem 
from 


state-dictated teacher raises, 
which account for about $30,000, 
and an anticipated increase in 
fuel costs among other things. 


A called meeting of the board 


was set for Friday at noon at the 
school administration building 
to evaluate the proposed budget 
as compared with this year's 
budget, a look at the con- 
tingency fund situation, and an 
eye toward possible "corners to 
cut" to eliminate some of that 
deficit. 


BUR SUPT. MARK Culwell 


cautioned the board not to 
expect to eliminate the entire 
deficit unless a number of 
programs are eliminated, a 
move he did not endorse. 


The budget discussion came 


as 
representatives 
of 
the 


Teacher 
Consultation 
Com- 


mittee again requested that the 
board issue teacher contracts in 
April so that district teachers 
would know what salary to 
expect next year. The board 
again declined to vote on that 
request, 
saying 
that 
they 


needed 
more 
information 


before they could make an 
intelligent 
decision 
on 
the 


request. 


In an attempt to meet the 


request, the board decided to 
meet for the second time this 
week to see if they could gain a 
better understanding 
of the 


anticipated budget and issue 
those contracts. 


"I FEEL LIKE their request 


is a legitimate request, and 
there is quite a bit at stake here, 
including 
teacher 
morale," 


Culwell told the board. "We're 
in effect sending them home 
again with no answer. I think 
these people should at least go 
home for the summer knowing 
how much they are going to 
make next year." 


The board agreed with the 


importance 
of meeting 
the 


teacher request, 
but board 


president Maco Stewart said he 
didn't feel the board could vote 
without the facts. 


"I think we need some more 


information here," he said. "To 
vote on this in the dark isn't 
good 
business 
or 
good 


judgment, and I think these 
teachers understand this." 


At issue is the amount of the 


local salary supplement paid to 
teachers in addition to their 
state-guaranteed 
minimum 


salary. 
Currently, 
district 


teachers are paid $500 above the 
state salary schedule. That 
costs the district an estimated 
$130,000 to $140,000 annually. 


CONCERNED ABOUT the 


$89,000 deficit, Stewart asked 
Culwell where he thought that 
money might come from. 


"I think the local effort is 


going to have to be increased, 
unless we eliminate a bunch of 
programs," Culwell said. "A 
tax increase is our last choice of 
ways to do this, and there are 


some corners we can cut. But 
the bulk of this will probably 
have to either come from an 
increase in our tax rate or from 
the contingency fund." 


Friday's meeting will include 


a detailed accounting of the 
contingency fund as well as the 
budget comparison. 


Trustees voted to add two new 


vocational programs at the high 
school for students in the ninth 
and tenth grades. A Farm 
Mechanics program and a 
Building Trades program will 
be added after Culwell told the 
board that there are currently 
no vocational programs for 
students in those grades. 


BEING ELIMINATED after 


this year is the Radio-TV 
course, which Culwell said 
could not be fully funded by the 
state next year because of low 
enrollment. 


Total cost of the two new 


programs is expected to be 
$3,500 next year, Culwell said. 
In 
addition 
to 
providing 


vocational training, 
Culwell 


said the addition of the two new 
courses 
would 
alleviate 


problems 
in other 
courses 


caused by students enrolled who 
have no interest in those 
courses but had to take an 
elective. 


Member 
Albert 
Sanders 


opposed the two new programs, 
saying he felt the board was 
simply providing some place 
convenient for the schools to put 
students 
who 
give 
them 


problems. 


Culwell strongly denied this, 


saying the programs were being 
recommended as the best way 
to help these students gain 
employable skills. 


"THESE ARE not Mickey 


Mouse courses," Culwell said. 
"This is for the kids and for no 
other reason. These courses will 
follow up courses already being 
taught at the seventh and eighth 
grade levels. We are trying to 
provide a real need for these 
kids." 


He estimated that between 80 


and 100 students would enroll in 
the courses. Facilities for the 
programs 
already . exist, 


Culwell said, and would require 
no new buildings or equipment. 


On a motion by Ed Blackburn, 


seconded by Bill Harrison, the 
board voted to adopt 
the 


programs 
as 
recommended. 


Sanders cast the only opposing 
vo' 


Also discussed was the ad- 


dition of another occupational 
orientation 
unit 
at 
Collins 


Middle school, but the board 
delayed action until cost figures 
for a temporary building to 
house the unit could be ob- 
tained. 


SET FOR Friday's meeting 


also, that estimate will include 
a report on the need for tem- 
porary buildings on other school 
campuses as well. 


Final action was also delayed 


on a recommendation to add 
computer service to the school 
business office, a project that 
would cost about $7,500 a year. 
The alternative to that service 
is the purchase of a new $20,000 
posting machine to replace an 
obsolete machine currently in 
use at the school. The new 
computer program would allow 
closer monitoring of day to day 
business activity of the school, 
but would not likely eliminate 
any business office personnel, 
Culwell told the board. 


TRUSTEES 
DECIDED 
to 


postpone 
adopting 
the 


recommendation until Friday's 
meeting to allow Culwell and 
Frank to work the cost into the 
proposed budget. 


Harrison, a banker, predicted 


that the service would pay for 
itself in increased efficiency, 
saying that "once we get into it, 
we'll wonder how we ever did 
without it." 


The board also learned that 


the state attorney general has 
reversed his decision regarding 
driver education fees, saying 
that districts may now charge 
for those courses during regular 
school terms. 


THOSE CHARGES, $40 per 


student, 
will 
be resumed, 


Culwell said. He also noted that 
the fees will continue to be paid 
for hardship cases in which the 
student's family is unable to 
pay the fees themselves. 


Other financial actions in- 


cluded the authorization for two 
substitute teachers to be paid at 
regular teacher scale since they 
will teach the remainder of the 
semester. That action is pen- 
ding a check of district policies 
to be sure that there is no policy 
dictating when such salary 
should begin. Should there not 
be such a policy, the board 
voted to make the salary 
retroactive to March 15th.

law" designed somewhat to 
keep people off the ballots. 


"It obviously was designed to 


enhance the candidacy of Sena- 
tor Bentsen when he was a vi- 
able candidate," he said. 


Senator Lloyd Bentsen, D- 


Tex., now is running as a fa- 
vorite son candidate in the May 
1 presidential primary but has 
withdrawn as a candidate in 


JIMMY CARTER 


other states. 


"A presidential primary stat- 


ute should be designed to en- 
courage full participation by all 
candidates," Carter said. "For- 
tunately, the Texas Legislature 
had the good judgment to put a 
'self-destruct' clause 
in the 


statute after this one primary." 


Carter also said voters should 


be permitted to vote for a can- 
didate by name instead of for a 
slate of convention delegates 
committed to his candidacy. 


"It is a very difficult proce- 


dure for voting," he said. "It 
has been explained to me but I 
still don't understand it." 


Carter left the Pennsylvania 


primary campaign to make the 
one-stop Texas trip. After a 
fund-raising breakfast, he re- 
turned to Pennsylvania 
for 


Tuesday's election. 


He was asked if he had min- 


imized his Texas campaign for 
fear of making Bentsen-backers 
mad. 


"That's not true," he said. "I 


wish I could spend the next 
seven days here. I don't care if 
people get mad because I'm 
running for president."

Alaska is killing 


the wolves it 
can't give away 


JUNEAU, Alaska (AP) - 


For the past year, the State of 
Alaska has had a standing of- 
fer: take a wolf off our hands. 
No takers. 


So in a move that has out- 


raged people living in states 
where the wolf is virtually ex- 
tinct, government biologists are 
shooting the animals from air- 
planes and helicopters. 


The wolf body count since 


mid-February: about 85. Each 
one has cost about $1,000 to 
track down and kill. The state 
hopes to kill 200 or about 2 per 
cent of the state's wolf popu- 
lation. 


"This offer still stands," says 


Gov. Jay Hammond, himself a 
retired wolf hunter. "We would 
rather export wolves than kill 
them. 


"However, this takes money 


and willing recipients. Both, to 
date, have been in short sup- 
ply." 


Hammond 
says the 
wolf 


packs must be thinned. Biolo- 
gists say the animals are gobbl- 
ing up too many moose and ca- 
ribou and have developed a 
taste for pet dogs. 


Environmentalists who tried 


to stop the killing say wolves 
are getting a bum rap. 


Alaskan officials were serious 


when they asked if other people 
would like to have a wolf. 


The University of Nevada at 


Las Vegas — whose sports 
teams are "The Wolf pack" — 
asked for one as a mascot. 
They were turned down be- 
cause the animals must go to a 
wilderness or semiwilderness 
area. 


Another stipulation: all costs 


of catching and transplanting 
the wolf must be borne by the 
out-of-stater. This could easily 
reach several thousand dollars. 


Folks in the 49 other states, 


most of which haven't had a 
wild wolf in 70 years, have 
been "noticeably uninterested" 
in the transplant offer, says Ed 
Huizer, deputy commissioner of 
fish and game. 


Says a veteran Washington 


state backpacker: "Seeding the 
forest with wolf cubs might 
seem like a nice idea to an 
armchair conservationist. 


"But I'd like to see his face 


when he peaks his head out of 
a tent one morning in the Cas- 
cades and finds a hungry wolf 
prowling around outside." 


Alaska is the last bastion for 


the wolf. There are estimated 
to be 8,000 to 12,000, about the 
same number of a half century 
ago. 


Wolves have been hunted as 


a predator and game animal 
for decades in Alaska. 


The federal government first 


placed a bounty on the Alaska 
wolf's 
head 
in 1915, then 


launched a statewide 10-year 
predator control effort against 
| 


the wolf in 1948. Traps, poison 
and aerial shooters — one of 
who was Hammond — were 
used. 


The governor figures he took 


about 250 wolves in eight years. 
He flew a single-engine plane 
with one hand and shot with the 
other. 
Monkeys may 


be in danger 


of extinction 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) - 


About 35 per cent of the world's 
monkey species may be threat- 
ened with extinction because of 
such human pursuits as war, 
fanning, logging, medical re- 
search and pet-keeping, accord- 
ing to the Interior Department. 


It proposed on Monday that 


27 monkey species be added to 
the list of endangered or threat- 
ened animals, raising to 55 the 
total number of primates so 
listed by the United States. 


The proposal published in the 


Federal Registrar followed a 
survey of the 150 living primate 
species by the department's 
U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service. 


"About 35 per cent of the 


world's monkey species are in 
deep trouble," according to the 
survey. 


Among the threatened species 


is the chimpanzee, described in 
the World Book encyclopedia as 
"the most intelligent of all ani- 
mals." The decline of four In- 
dochlnese species was blamed 
on "military activities and oth- 
er habitat disruptions." 


It was proposed that 12 of the 


species be listed as endangered 
— a category that means they 
are in imminent danger of ex- 
tinction in the wild, Fifteen of 
the species would be listed as 
threatened, meaning they are 
likely to become endangered in 
the foreseeable future if no ac- 
tion is taken to reverse the 
trend. 


Lloyd Bentsen, Sai gent Shriv- 


er and Fred Harris have na- 


tional Democratic convention 
delegates on many Texas bal- 


lots, but the three no longer 
have national campaigns. 


Two prominent 
nationwide 


campaigners. Henry Jackson 


and Morris Udall, are not even 
on the Texas ballot. 


Jimmy Carter, favorite so far 


in the state primaries, is run- 


ning a bob-tail campaign in 
Texas so he won't make Bent- 


sen delegates mad. He may 
need them later. 


George Wallace is worried 


because a goodly number of his 


supporters may sneak off and 
vote for Republican Ronald 
Reagan. 


And the uncommitted Demo- 


cratic delegates on the May 1 


ballot are not really uncom- 
mitted. They are committed to 


supporting any liberal, or "pro- 
gressive," Democrat who can 


keep the liberal faction alive 
and kicking in the Texas Demo- 
cratic Party. 


"Any electable progressive 


Democrat. We want a winner," 
says Billie Carr, Houston, out- 
spoken Democratic National 


Committee member who has 
led the state's liberal Demo-

cratic since Sen. Ralph Yar- 
borough was defeated by Bent- 
sen. 


The 
national 
committee 


member thinks at least 19 of 


the 98 delegates to be elected 
May 1 will be liberal Demo- 
crats.

Hookers plan 


convention 
in Washington 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Some 


shady ladies plan to join the 
tourist crush on the nation's 
capital this Bicentennial sum- 
mer when they gather here for 
the third annual National Hook- 
ers Convention, a meeting com- 
plete with rallies, speeches and 
lobbying on Capitol Hill. 


The hookers are coming to 


Washington to mount a national 
campaign 
to 
decriminalize 


prostitution and they figure the 
best place to start is where the 
laws are made, says Margo St. 
James, recently in town to or- 
ganize the convention. 


"It's time for a revolutionary 


attitude toward hookers," she 
said in an interview. "That's 
why we picked Washington, 
during the Bicentennial." 


Miss St. James is the founder 


— or "chairmadam" as she 
puts it - of "COYOTE" - 
"Call Off Your Old Tired Eth- 
ics" — a San Francisco-based 
group which says the criminal 
stigma should be removed from 
prostitution. 


The convention, scheduled for 


June 25-26, will be open to the 
public since "we want commu- 
nity participation," Miss St. 
James said. She added that she 
expected several hundred hook- 
ers from the East and West 
coasts, as well as a chartered 
planeload from Europe. 


"Our goal is to make as 


much noise as possible," the 38- 
year-old woman said. "We're 
out to educate the public. It's 
not an issue that affects most 
women directly, so it's harder 
to sell as a political problem. 
The main thing is to get a dia- 
logue going." 


The first two conventions, in 


1974 and 1975, were in San 
Francisco. 


The theme of the gathering, 


the organizer said, will be "Ig- 
norance is no excuse for a 
law," a play on words of the 
judge's customary admonish- 
ment: "Ignorance of the law is 
no excuse." 


It's debatable how Washing- 


ton will accept the uncon- 
ventional convention, and the 
problems seem to have already 
begun. First of all, because 
state laws govern prostitution, 
it's 
unclear what the con- 


ventioneers expect Congress to 
do. 


And then there's the question 


of where the convention will be 
held. Miss St. James says the 
meeting will be at a staid local 
hotel, and the New York travel 
agent responsible for the book- 
ing says she has received writ- 
ten confirmation from the hotel 
for the Feminist Party Con- 
vention, the name under which 
the hookers' convention was 
booked. The hotel, 
however, 


denies any knowledge of such a 
convention.

lowly Mesquite 


LUBBOCK, Tex. (AP) - 


Around the turn of the century, 
"Hit the mesquite" was an un- 
kind suggestion that someone 
be on his way. 


Today at Texas Tech Univer- 


sity, researchers are hitting the 
mesquite with scientific knowl- 
edge, trying to find a way to 
control the nuisance that covers 
56 million acres of rangeland in 
the state and perhaps feed the 
world's hungry. 


The legislature last year ap- 


propriated 
$100,000, 
divided 


among various Tech depart- 
ments, in an effort to find some 
way to use the brush. 


"Mesquite is as hard a 'nut' 


to crack as any," said Dr. Don- 
ald W. Thayer, associate pro- 
fessor of biology. His own inter- 
est lies in grinding up the mes- 
quite and adding bacteria. The 
result is Single Cell Protein 


(SCP) 
which can be used to 


feed cattle and man himself. 


"Reducing our dependence on 


grain is our aim," he said. 
"Sorghum we use here in the 
United States as cattle feed is 
eaten by humans elsewhere." 


Testing with laboratory ani- 


mals has been encouraging. Pi- 
lot tests with cattle will come 
later when the production proc- 
ess can be speeded up. Thayer 
and his colleagues hope to 
make the fermentation contin- 
uous with a portion of the SCP 
being 
harvested 
every 
six 


hours. 


"A breakthrough using mes- 


quite would mean a lot," siad 
Thayer, "because 50 per cent of 
the wastes from cities are also 
cellulose material. The poten- 
tial supplies and uses are big." 


Thayer said he believes the 


quality of meat from cattle fed 


with SCP "may be close to 
grass fed—somewhere between 
that and a high fat diet. We 
just don't know yet." 


The biologist doesn't 
see 


people eating the powdery SCP 
by the spoonfuls as is, but rath- 
er as a supplement mixed with 
their existing diets. 


And while the thought of bac- 


teria and fermentation doesn't 
sound inviting, the time-hon- 
ored brewing, baking and dairy 
industries have used them for 
years to make their products. 


Dr. Donald Burzlaff, head of 


the Range and Wildlife Man- 
agement Department, is coordi- 
nating the research efforts. 


"The key to any uses we find 


for mesquite is economics," 
said Burzlaff. "We should know 
about the feasibility of the vari- 
ous proposals by the winter of 
1977. We need to be able to tell 


industry how much it will cost 
per ton to deliver one-inch 
chips that could be made into 
particle 
board, charcoal 
or 


wood pulp products." 


SCP production for cattle 


feed might be possible in five 
to 10 years. 'Industrial usage 
could begin sooner, but there 
still are technological problems 
to overcome—starting in the 
field. 


Stands of mesquite range 


from very light to thorny, im- 
penetrable thickets of 100,000 
pounds of wood an acre. 


"There's equipment we could 


adapt to harvest the trees and 
reduce them to chips. Whether 
we can use it economically is 
something else," said Walter 
Grub, agricultural engineering 
professor.

Soldier aims cannon 
at landlady's house 


ANSBACH, West Germany 


(AP) - A U.S. soldier, angered 
at his German landlady, stole 
an Army cannon and pointed it 
at her house, an Army spokes- 
man said today. 


The landlady and 19 other 


residents fled the building as 
the big self-propelled 175mm 
howitzer rolled to a halt out- 
side. "But no shot was fired be- 
cause the gun wasn't loaded," 


a German newspaper reported 
from the north Bavarian town. 


The Army identified the driv- 


er as Spec. 4 Jonathion Robin- 
son, 
24, of Memphis, Tenn.," 


who is normally assigned as a 
gunner on the tracked weapon. 
He was taken into custody by 
military police at the scene. 


According to the spokesman, 


Robinson took the howitzer 
from a guarded motor pool ear- 
ly last Thursday, 
smashed 


through barriers on the post 
and tore up streets and a park 
while en route to the apart- 
ment. 


Military police were waiting 


for the cannon at its destina- 
tion, and Robinson promptly 
followed their orders to open 
the hatch, the spokesman said.

of meditation 


DALLAS (AP) - Early each 


morning, two federal prison in- 
mates enter a large, yellow 
frame house in Dallas' Oak 
Lawn section. 


Within minutes the pair slip 


into sheer, nylon pajama-like 
garments. 


They join other persons sit- 


ting in the lotus position in a 
barren former living room 
where the early morning light 
filters in through wispy saffron 
drapes. 


They sit, ankles folded under 


thighs, and meditate in a quiet- 
ness broken only by an occas- 
sional dog bark or a passing 
car. 


Later in the morning, several 


more persons arrive and head 
up to the recently refurbished 
attic where they also settle into 
yoga positions. These new ar- 


rivals have paid for a year of 
instruction in yoga and medita- 
tion. 


Their teachers are Dan Ber- 


nard and Michael Clegg, con- 
victs who are yoga instructors 
in a U.S. Bureau of Prisons 
study-release program at the 
Institute of Applied Yoga. 


"Everybody knows we're in 


prison and it seems to be a plus 
factor for us," said Clegg, 37. 
"They think if meditiation can 
work on convicts, then I should 
certainly be able to get some- 
thing out of it." 


Early in the evening either 


Clegg or Bernard head back to 
the Federal Correctional In- 
stitute in Seagoville, 10 miles 
southeast of Dallas, to conduct 
meditation classes for other in- 
mates. The other remains at 
the yoga institute until 10 p.m. 


The two have been commut- 


ing from Seagoville since the 
yoga institute opened Feb. 1. 
Already more than GO persons 
have paid $200 each for instruc- 
tion ranging from hatha yoga 
to kundalini yoga. 


Clegg, in prison on a stock 


manipulation charge, organized 
a prison meditation program 
that was so successful that over 
300 of the 450 inmates partici- 
pate. Bernard, 32, was his prize 
student. 


Their success at Seagoville 


led to Bureau of Prison approv- 
al to allow them to work in the 
yoga 
institute, 
which 
they 


helped organize. 


Dr. Brian Bunk, a staff psy- 


chologist at Seagoville, said the 
two will continue as profes- 
sional yoga instructors once 
they have served their time. 


"We have had nothing as 


unique as this where inmates 
have moved into the commu- 
nity to establish a program 
they began inside the prison," 
Dr. Bunk said. 


Bernard and Clegg's efforts 


in setting up the institute were 
made easier by Charles Clark, 
a 54-year-old retired Air Force 
colonel and one-time B-52 pilot 
instructor. 


Clark agreed to serve as the 


pair's community volunteer as- 
sociate and to commute each 
week to Dallas from Shreve- 
port, La., 180 miles away. 


Clark, who serves as presi- 


dent of the non-profit yoga in- 
stitute corporation, said his in- 
volvement stems 
from 
his 


three-year interest in medita- 
tion, the Divine Light Mission 
program. 


But for Clegg and Bernard, 


the yoga institute represents an 
opportunity to spread the self- 
awareness and 
inner 
peace 


they said they found in prison. 


Prison and meditation for 


Bernard has meant a complete 
change in attitude and habits 
for the intense, former owner 
of a number of health spas in 
Alabama and Florida. 


"I was involved for the last 


seven years in some type of 
drug usage,'1 said Bernard, in 
prison 
on 
a 
drug-related 


charge. "Now I have simply 
lost the desire for drugs." 


"I found out through medita- 


tion that a lot of the ex- 
periences I was having I was 
bringing on myself," Bernard 
said as he tugged on a gold 
necklace. "What drove me to 
the meditation program was 


that I had no where else to go," 
he said. "Now I look on prison 
as the most constructive and 
productive period of my life." 


Bernard is tentatively set to 


be released on parole in July. 
He plans to bring his wife to 
Dallas and continue working at 
the yoga institute and with the 
Bureau of Prisons. 


"One of my main purposes in 


life is to make inmates aware 
that there is more to life," he 
said. 


The slightly balding Clegg is 


just as outspoken about the 
changes that have occurred 
since he was organizing and 
heading corporations in the 
1960s. 


"Back then, all I cared about 


was the bottom line profit and 
loss figure," said Clegg.

Social 
Security 


Most of us are familiar wit 


the benefits social security 
provides for workers who have 
reached 
retirement 
age, 


however we often overlook what 
social security can mean to 
young people. When our em- 
ployers withhold social security 
taxes from our pay, many 
people think they could use that 
money 
better 
by 
getting 


something they or their families 
need today or even by putting it 
in the bank and savings for their 
old age. What they don't realize 
is that social security taxes are 
providing them with important 
protection right now. Even the 
youngest, healthiest worker can 
be the victim of a serious ac- 
cident which deprives him and 
his family of income from his 
earnings. 


Fortunately, if such an ac- 


cident did occur, and he had 
worked long enough under 
social security (in some cases, 
as little as a year and a half) 
cash benefits would be paid 
under the survivor or disability 
programs. 


If a young worker becomes 


disabled so that he can't return 
to work for a year or more, 
monthly social security benefits 
are payable to him and any 
children under 18, disabled 
children over 18, students over 
18, and to his wife if she had 
children under 18 or disabled 
children over 18 in her care. 
These benefits would continue 
to be paid as long as the worker 
is unable to work. 


In 
addition to 
receiving 


monthly social security benefits 
his name would be referred to 
the 
Texas 
Rehabilitation 


Commission so that he could be 
considered for services to help 
him return to work. After he 
had 
been receiving social 


security disability benefits for 
two years he would be eligible 
for health insurance under the 
Medicare program. 


In addition'to the disability 


provision of social security, 
young families are protected for 
survivor benefits. When 
a 


worker dies, benefits are paid to 
surviving children under 18, full 
time students between the ages 
of 18 and 22 and disabled 
children who became disabled 
before age 22. The widowed 
mother or father can also 
receive monthly social security 
benefits for caring for children 
under 18 or disabled children. 


There is a pamphlet, Social 


Security Information for Young 
Families, 
which 
gives ad- 


ditional information about what 
social security does for the 
young worker. This booklet is 
available at the Corsicana 
social security office at 415 N. 
12th Street.

If the board does 
make this decision, it has no 
way of knowing which test in- 
volves 
medical 
practice," 


Stewart said. 


"THE PRESENT 
practice 


and procedures for lab and 
other clinical testing should be 
followed. The board is not in a 
position to set new guidelines. I 
think the medical staff is more 
equipped 
to 
handle 
the 


situation," he said. 


"If 
the 
chiropractor 
is 


allowed to order tests at the 
hospital, the board will be 
usurping the right of the 
physician in that department to 
make a medical decision. That 
physician may feel he is going 
against his cannon of ethics," 
he pointed out. 


"If this practice was allowed 


or permitted by the board, this 
could become a routine thing for 
a chiropractor to do. Since he is 
not on the hospital staff, the 
hospital will have no means of 
controlling 
the 
quality of 


testing. I think the board should 
leave the matter with the 
medical staff or head of the 
lab," he added. 


Stewart also noted that if the 


board wished it could possibly 
issue a directive allowing such 
tests. 


RAYMOND HAMPEL asked 


Stewart if Dr. Hall could go to 


another hosptial and get the 
same tests done and Stewart 
said that he did not know. 


Commenting pn Stewart's 


statement 
regarding 
the 


hospital by-laws that did not 
allow chiropractors' privileges, 
Hampel said, "By-laws are 
changed every day to meet 
federal and state standards." 


"I don't know how we can 


keep them (chiropractors) from 
using the lab," he said. 


Members of the board also 


asked 
Stewart 
about 
the 


possibility of legal action that 
could 
be taken 
to 
allow 


chiropractors the use of the lab. 


Stewart related that he knew 


of no statues that might allow it, 
but
